Chief of Police Eugene L. Muel- | 
ler today issued warning to those 





watchful for mail thieves . and 
forgers who are usually active in 
the holiday season. The govern- 
ment is now issuing millions of 
checks to dependents of men in 
the armed forces and too many 
of these are being stolen and forg- 
ed, the official said. An alarming 
factor has developed in that many 
of these forgers prove to be juv- 
eniles—both boys and girls in 
their teens. 

It is suggested that the follow- 
ing rules be observed: 

TO ‘THOSE WHO RECEIVE 

CHECKS 

1—-Never endorse a check until 
you are actually in the presence 
of the person who will cash it. 

2—-Keep a good, ‘deep mail box. | 
Have your name clearly printed | 
on it.

3 — Whenever possible, have | 
your mail carrier deliver checks 
in person rather than to your box. 

4—If you change your address, | 
notify the post office immediate- | 
ly.
